WIRELESS WAVES. 


Every one has seen tue ripples 


•which spread out lu a nuiet pond 
ct water when a pebble is 
dropped and noticed that the 
larger the pebble or stone the 
larger tho ripples or waves cre- 
ated. The waves arc up iiut 
down motions of the 
water. 


They radiate out In expanding 
circles from the point where the 
disturbance Is created, and when 
they strike an object flo if'nT tn 
the water the object bobi up 
rnd down but does not nova 
sway. 


Water and air are mediums 


with which all are familiar. 
There Is another, however, called 
"ether," which Is present every- 
where. It fills the universe. If 
a current of electricity Is forceJ 
to flow up and down altm? an 
electrical conductor suspcndeJ 
above the earth and connected 
to earth at Its lower end, a dis- 
turbance is produced in 
the 


ether 
Waves are created which 


are radiated in expanding clrcios 
unless special means are used U 


direct them In a given direction 
Water waves truvti sluwly, but 
ether waves travel at a speed of 
about 1SC.OOO miles G!00,000,000 
meters), or over seven times 
around the earth In ono second. 


The magnitude of these ether 


waves depends upon the magni- 
tude of the 
electric 
current 


which causes them. 
Also, they 


aie subject to absorption, refrac- 
tion and reflection just like light 
•waves 
Their magnitude, there- 


fore, decreases with the distance 
traveled. 


These electrically treated ether 


waves are called "wlieless" or 
"radio" waves since they do not 
travel along wires, but are radi- 
ated through the ether. Ether 
being an all-pervading mpdi .m, 
tho waves travel through houses 
or any obstacles in their path 
with more or less ense 


The production of ether vaves 


by electrical means at one plncu 
and their reception and transla- 
tion at a distant place It tho 
wholo purpose of wireless teleg- 
raph} and telephony.

The union's growth hns been rapid 


especially in tho last quarter century, 
but its earlier history was one/if ups 
and downs, marked by persistent ef- 
forts of opponents to crush it. 
None 


of its predecessors lived a decade. 
Secretary Green's compilation of paid- 
up membership since the United Mine 
Workers oC America was founded in' 
1S90 follows:

president, John Slney, who is known 
now as the father of the miners' 
movement in America, negotiated the 
first joint agreement ever made in 
this country between operators and 
their employes. Other sucesses mark- 
ed Slney's leadership of the anthracite 
organizations, but in 1S73, he quit to 
become president of the second nation- 
al union of coal miners, the Miners' 
National Association of the United 
States of America, which was orga- 
nized at Youngstown, Ohio, Oct. 13, 
1S73, 
by miners from, the soft coal 


fields. 


Within a year.^the Miners' National 


Association claimed a membership of 
24,000 
scattered 
throughout 
seven 


middle western states, but nation-wide 
depression had set in with the panic 
of 1873 and the union ceased to exist 
in 1S76. A year before, the "Work- 
men's Benevolent Association in tho 
anthracite fleld had been crushed in 
a strike. 


For several 
years, there was no 


national union but organization in the 
coal fields was continued, often se- 
cretly, under the local independent 
plan. Such- organizations efforts con- 
tinued until 1885 when the next move 
was started for national unity among 
mine workers, and soon two national 
organizations were struggling for su- 
premacy. 


Two soft coal field workers, meeting 


at Indianapolis, September 9, 1SS5, 


organized the National Federation of 


Miners and Mine Laborers, which in 
its first year started the collective 
bargaining movement between miners 
and operators that exists today. The 
Knights of Labor which began orga- 
nizing locals in the coal fields, includ- 
ing the anthracite, in 1S77 former a 
miner's branch—tho National Trades 


Assembly No 135 at a meeting at St 
Louis. May 20. 18S6.

being marked by the Nationa 


Federation of Miners and Mine La 
borers dissolving but. reconstituting it 
self as the National Progressive Union 
Although there were two nationa 
unions both participated in tha join 
conferences with operators that mark 
ed the collective bargaining movemen 
started in 1S85. Finally, in 1890 th 
two unions joined forces as the Unite' 
Mine "Workers of America.

Mine AVorkers of America began work
